Vienna, March 22. Leſterday arrived here an Ex- 
prefs from Bender, and feveral Officers who were 
in the Retrenchments when they were attacked by 
the Turks. They confirm all that has been rela- 
ted, and add, that they bave no reafon to com- 
plain of the Turks and Tartats, fince they uſed all 

entle Means and Entreaties to prevail with the 
Rin of Sweden to be gone according to the Exprefs 
Orders they had received, aud offered to condudt fafe- 
ly into Poland or elfewhere,but that the King would 
not hearken to it, which fo enraged them that they 
afterwards plundercd all the Swedith Prifoners 
and ripped them to their Shirts, fo that feveral 
Officers a them had taken aRefolution to quit 
the Service. "Tis not yet known to what Place 
the King and his Chancellor have been tranfported, 
but it is thought they are carried to Adrianople. 
The Turks have begun to prepare an Account of 
all the Money which has been advanced to the 
King of Sweden, which cannot but amount to ſe- 
veral Millions ; and that the Ortoman Porte may

From the Paris Letter. ‘ 
Para, March 31. Letters from Alſace of the 
21ſt fay, that a Detachment of our Troops mect- 
ing with a Party of the Enemy conſiſting of 4 Com- 
panies of Huſſats who were marching from Lindse 
to Philipsbourg, intirely defeated them, killed a- 
bove 30, and made 60 Prifoners, among whom 
were feveral Officers, who were carried to Lauten- 
bourg ; and that on our Side there were not above 
Men killed, and 13 wounded. A Party of 4° 
Men from the Garrilon of Traerbach having ad- 
vanced too far along the Mofelle, were fee upon 
and defeated by one of ours from Saar-Louis.
